Russia Trying 
to Ease Tension 
With China

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Soviet Union may be re-balanc- 
ing its relations with Red China 
and the United States in an ef- 
fort to ease tensions with its 
communist neighbor. 


Such a shift in Soviet policy 


emphasis, some U.S. officials 
believe, woule help explain why 
Russia has delayed the start of 
nuclear disarmament talks witli 
the United States. 


The possibility of a policy 


shift also suggests tha' evuti if 
talks were to start in the next 
month or so they would be un- 
productive in the near future.

starting date is that Soviet mili-

"soon", Eastern European dip- 
lomatic sources said they under- 
stood the Kremlin's response 
could be weeks or even iiioiitlis 
away.

sia's attitude might lie in the 
Chinese situation is buill around 
the meeting at Peking on Sept.

vading bacteria and viruses? 
These antibodies turn into 
bad guys w h e n directing 
their "energies" against in- 
flammations p r o d u c e d by 
food, drug, or pollen to which 
you are a l l e r g i c . They 
w o r s e n the inflammation 
and promote the release of 
chemicals s u c h as hista- 
mine. 


Histamine is ordinarily a 


valuable and useful 
body 


substance, but in allergic re- 
actions it becomes a toxic 
agent. That's why "anti" his- 
tamines are used to treat 
symptoms of allergy. 


There are many types of 


antihistamines. Some don't 
require a prescription; how- 
ever, anyone suffering from 
repeated symptoms should 


see a physician or dentist. 


Symptoms of allergy, the 


sudden swelling, heightened 
by distressing and frighten- 
ing feeling, often require in- 
stant treatment. Of course, 
the best treatment is preven- 
tion. Learn what causes your 
allergic reactions and avoid 
those particular foods, drugs 
and airborne dust, pollen, 
etc. 


Since this is easier said 


than done, the a c c e p t e d 
treatment for many aller- 
gies, while not always suc- 
cessful, is worth trying. Usu- 
ally 
> this consists of injec- 


tion, under the skin of minute 
doses of extracts of a par- 
ticular allergic m a t e r i a l 
given at regular intervals in 
ever-increasing dosages until 
body resistance is built up. 


A newer treatment is to 


allow a drop of extract of 
allergic material dissolved in 
glycerin to be absorbed un- 
der the tongue. 


Dentistry is chiefly and di- 


rectly concerned with aller- 
gic reactions from certain 
d e n t u r e materials, some 
toothpastes, lipsticks, food, 
drugs, and (rare) novacain. 
If you've found that any of 
these bother you, eliminating 
them from your life will 
help. 


If you are allergic to plas- 


lic denture material, another 
type of acrylic resin can be 
substituted.
